To  the  Honorable 

The  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Delegates. 

Sir, — I  have  the  honour  herewith  to  communicate  to  the  House 
of  Delcc^fitcrf,  the  information  called  for  hy  the  order  of  the  2lst  of 
JaiUKuy,  in  relation  to  the  sales,  &c.,  of  the  bonds  issued  by  this 
Slate  to  pay  for  the  .State's  subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock  of  the 
Chesajibakc  and  Ohio  Canal  company.  Immediately  upon  the 
passatje  of  the  order  I  transmitted  a  copy  of  it  to  the  Treasurer  and 
accoimtant  of  the  company,  with  directions  to  prepare  otatemcnts 
in  conformity  with  its  reciuirements.  On  the  24th  of  the  month, 
he  forwarded  to  me  an  answer,  but  it  not  appearing  to  cover  the 
wliole  ground  of  enquiry,  I  retuined  it  to  liim  with  a  letter  of  in 
siructions,  a  copy  of  which  is  liereunto  appended,  and  he  accord- 
ingly prepared  and  transmitted  to  me  the  accompanying  statements, 
which  I  presume  embrace  the  information  desired  as  far  as  it  is 
practicable  to  furnish  it  from  the  rcconls  of  the  company. 

Most  of  the  information  now  submitted  has  in  various  forms  since 
the  year  1839, 1)een  brought  before  the  House  of  Delegates,  and 
the  subject  was  elaborately  examined  by  the  committee  on  Inter- 
nal Improvements  at  t!ie  session  of  IS  10-41,  as  will  appear  by  re- 
ference to  the  printed  testimon}'  taken  before  said  committee,  and 
published  as  amongst  the  docimienls  of  that  session. 

No  etlort  has  however  heretofore  been  made  to  identify  the  bonds 
sold  b}'  the  company  at  the  various  prices  at  which  they  were  dis- 
posed of,  and  the  information  now  communicated  on  that  branch 
of  the  enquiry  is  unavoidabl}'  imperfect.  A  large  portion  of  the 
bonds  were  sold  through  the  agency  of  IMr.  Peabody,  in  Jjondon, 
and  as  in  his  report  of  sales  from  time  to  time,  he  has  not  specified 
the  numbers  of  the  bonds,  there  is  nothing  on  file  in  the  olVicc  of 
the  x'ompany  from  which  they  can  be  ascertained.  All  that  we 
at  present  can  do  in  this  behalf  is  to  give  a  list  of  the  bonds  that 
were  scut  to  hin^  to  be  sold,  whicli  will  be  found  in  the  statement 
marked  "General  Index.'*  For  a  similar  reason  the  san)e  diflicul- 
ty  as  res{)ects  identification,  exists  in  regard  to  sales  made  by  other 
agenta  of  the  company.  I  am  informed  by  ilie  Treasurer  and  ac- 
countant thai  the  identitlcalion,  as  exhibited  in  the  statement  allud- 
ed to.  is  as  full  a?  it  ran  be  made  from  the  records  of  his  nllice.  If 
i)»p  information  he  deemed  important  the  company  could  probably 
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obtain  it  from  Mr.  Peabody^  and  otlier  agents,  who,  from  time  to 
time,  have  disposed  of  the  bonds  under  the  authority  of  the  Board 
of  President  and  Directors  for  the  time  being. 

It  may  be  proper  in  this  place  to  remark,  that  the  State  of  Mary- 
land is  secured,  in  the  manner  provided  for  by  the  acts  of  Assem- 
bly authorising  the  subscriptions,  for  the  whole  amount  of  the  par 
value  of  the  bonds  issued  by  the  State  in  payment  of  said  subscrip- 
tions, and  that  the  loss  on  the  sales  of  the  bonds  by  this  company, 
amounting,  as  compared  with  the  sum  subscribed  by  the  State,  to 
$856,015  56,  is  a  loss  to  the  corporation  aggregate  embracing  all 
\hr  ?:ockholders  of  the  company. 

1  have  now  endeavoured  as  far  as  possible  to  furnish  the  infor- 
mation asked  for  by  the  House.  If  any  thing  be  omitted  in  the 
accompanying  slatemcnts  which  it  is  desired  should  be  communi- 
cated, it  will  afford  me  pleasure  to  supply  the  deficiency  if  it  be 
practicable  to  ddso,  upon  suggestion  being  made  of  the  precise 
character  of  the  further  information  thai  may  be  wanted.

— It  will  be  seen  that  the  Hypolliecalions  were  generally 
at  no  fi.xed  rates,  but  were  only  limited  by  the  margin  left  between 
(he  sum  hypoihccaied  :uid  the  amount  loaned  or  advanced  upon 
them.  Th<-  Bonds  placed  with  Mr.  Peal'ody,  in  London,  as  per 
preceding  stnfrmcnts,  arc  not  omliraceil  in  the  above  statement,  be- 
cause strictly  speaking  they  could  scarcely  be  regarded  as  havmg 
been  hypothecated.  He  was  ihc  Agent  of  (he  company  for  (he 
lale  of  those  Bonds.     Ciicumslanccs.  however,  sometimes  not  ren- 
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dering'  it  advisable  that  he  siiould  sell  the  Bonds  when  the  compa- 
ny required  money,  large  advances  were  from  time  to  time  made 
by  or  through  him  for  the  repayment  of  which  the  Bonds  in  his 
hands  were  of  course  liable,  and  the  proceeds  thereof  were  applied 
to  such  purpose  as  far  as  necessary  when  they  were  disposed  of.
